You Can Teach the Blind to Read 


When a grown person loses his 
sight, through accident or disease. he 
shonld be taught at ouce to read with 
his fingers. Sitting in darkness and 
idleness is enough to make’ any one 
despondent, but with the ability to 
read a book one can pass the time 
The task of learn- 
ing to read occupies the mind and 
prevents the blind person from brood- 
ing oyer his misfortune. Having over- 
come the difficulty of learning to read 
witbout sight, the blind man gains 
faith in himself; he believes that he 
can do various kinds of work,and with 
patience and determination he finds 
that his belief is justified. Earning 
money by his labor. he has the satis- 
taction of knowing himself to be a use- 
ful, independent member of society. 
At the convention of the American 
Association of Workers for the Blind 
in Philadelphia in June, Mv. Gurdiner, 


) Principal of the Ontario Institution 


for the Education of the Blind. Brant- 
ford, described a device of his own by 
which any sighted reader of ordinary. 
type can, without study or prepara- 
tion, teach a blind person to read the 
raised characters known as New York 
point; and on his return home he 
mailed to such of the delegates as had} 
asked for them sets of the point cards 
andink-type keys. He will be pleased | 
to supply the same, free of charge, to 
anyone in Canada who inay require 
them. In the case of blind children ov 
youths of either sex under twenty-one 
years of age, residents of Ontario, it is 
better that the teaching should be 
dove at the school maintained by the 
Government at Brantford. There an 
ordinary Public School education can 
be obtained, with the addition of 
knitting, sewing. domestic science, bas- 
ket and bammock making, the use of 
carpenter's tools, Tousic and piano- 
tuning for those qualified to succeed 
in any of these lines. The test for ad- 
mission is such defective sight as ren- 
ders the applicant unable to read or- 
dinary type, and there is no charge tor 
board, tuition or hooks.

Some June Contra 


Many grade cows are making good 
records this season. One near Cassel, 
Ont., has given over 200 pounde of 
butter fat in three and a half months. 

In the cow testing associations at 
Warsaw, Ennismore, Cassel and ‘Tay- 
side, Ont., the average yield of all 
cows tested for June is over 35 pounds 
of butter fat, 

Bight associations in Quebec aver- 
age over 30 pounds of fat per cow. 

Bat a good many herds in Ontario 
and Quebee average less than 700 
pounds of milk and 24 pounds of butter 
fut during June. 

In Prince Edward Island the highest 
average yield for June is at Kensing- 
ton, where the 150 cows included in 
the ‘dairy record centre” there give 
787 pounds of milk, 3.7 test, and 80 
Included at this centre 
ave several individual cows giving over 
900 pounds of milk and 85 pounds of 
fat. One of the best yields is from a 
j-year-old grade Shorthorn giving 
over 1,120 pounds of milk and 40 
pounds of fat, But hard by these 
good records ure found poor yields of 
only 500 pounds of milk and 18 pounds 
of fat from six und seven-year-old 
cows that freshened in Apriland May, 

Between yields of 40 und 18 pounds 
of fat in one month there is too great 
a difference to be overlooked, 
all the difference between a very satis- 
factory return, and no adequate pay- 
ment whatever for all the energy, 
time, feed and care expended on cows 
that are not capable of making money 
for their unfortunate owners, Con- 
serve your energy by keeping better 
cows.

| After his cowardly attack, the mur- 
derer left Tarro lying on the pave- 
ment with his life-blood streaming 
|away, and succeeded in making good 
|his escape down a lane leading from’ 
Front street to the Esplanade, 

A number of Itulians, who were able 
to impart information, were rounded 
}up very quickly and from them the 
detectives extracted much data which 
they hope will aid them greatly in 
the search for the missing man. 
‘Among those who were called to the 
City Hall was Frank Motto, the Po- 
lice Court interpreter, and he learned 
from the other Italians that the deed 
Was most probable committed by one 
of two men. A search was at once 
begun with the result that one of the 
two was not to be found. 

It so happened that a police photo 
was obtained of one of the men men- 
| tioned and this the two witnesses re- 
cognized as that, of the man who 
escaped by way of the lane. 

Both men were well dressed, the 
criminal being clad in a blue suit, 
Christie hat and tan boots. 
| scribed as being about thirty years of 
}age and standing five foot seven or 
eight inches and well developed. 

The victim is a young man. He 
wore a drab-colored striped suit, black 
socks and low buttoned black shoes.

was at first believed that the murderer 
had sought safety in the old cold- 
storage building down near the Espla- 
nade, but the police failed to find him 
anywhere.

COLLISION IN MAINE.

Five of the dead were passengers 
on the excursion train. The other 
three included the two firemen and 
the engineer of the special. The five 
passengers killed and all of the injur- 
ed were in the smoking car directly 
behing the engine of the excursion 
train. Both trains were moving slow- 
ly at the time, one of them just pull- 
ing out of the station and the other 
slowing down for a siding where the 
trains were to have passed. The ac- 
cident appears to have been due to a 
misunderstanding of orders. None of 
the cars left the rails, and the pas- 
sengers on the regular escaped with a 

slight shaking up. 

Grindstone is a small settlement of 
not more than fifty persons, with no 
facilities for the care of the injured. 
They were cared for temporarily by 
physicians on board the trains nd 
early yesterday were placed on a Spe- 
cial train to be taken to Millinocket.

PRESERVED BY THE BIBLE. 


English Words and Phrases the King 

James Version Has Perpetuated. 

The celebration of the third cente- 
nary of the King James version of the 
Bible makes particularly interesting 
at this time a point brought out by 
Professor Albert S. Cook of Yale unl- 
versity in bis book “The Autborized 
Version and Its Influence.” He calla 
attention to a number of commonly 
used words and phrases which are not 
generally attributed to Biblical origin, 
They are mentioned as evidence of the 
Bible's important service in preserving 
through the centuries words which 
might otherwise have perished. 

Some of the examples which he 
quotes are “highways and hedyes,” 
“clear as crystal,” “bip and thigh,” 
“arose as one man,” “lick the dust,” 
“a thorn in the flesh,” “a broken reed,” 
“root of all evil.” “sweat of bis brow," 
“a law unto themselves,” “the fat of 
the land,” “a soft answer,” “weighed 
in the balance und found wanung” 
and “heap coals of tire.” 

Professor Cook also points out that 
in spite of the iutiuence of the Bible 
upon Uterature the number of words 
which appear in it falls below the 
number of words used by Milton and 
Shakespeare. In the authorized ver- 
sion, according to l’rofessor Cook, use 
fs made of only about 6,000 words, 
whereas Milton found It necessary CO 
draw upon about 13.000 and Shake 
speare something like 21,000. — New 
York Sun.

Stones Sawed With Diamonds. 

There is in use in France a circular 
diamond saw for cutting stone. Whe 
diamonds that form the cutting teeth 
of the saw are common crystals, worth 
about $2.50 a carat, and they are fixed 
{pn a steel disk over six feet tn diam- 
eter, which is mounted on a spindle 
and revolved by electric power ip the 
manner in which an ordinary circular 
saw {gs operated. for sawing bard 
stones there are 200 diamonds in the 
cutting edge and the speed ts 300 revo- 
lutions a minute. Tbe saw enters the 
stone about one foot in that time. For 
soft stones the teeth are of steel, with 
diamonds at intervals of every tive 
teeth, and at a speed of twelve turns 
a minute the saw advances a yard a 
minute This saw cuts and dresses 
the stone on all sides and gives it 
sharp outlines, and it accomplishes 
its work at one-elgbth to one-tenth the 
cost of band Jabor.—Hurper’s Weekly.

' One of the oldest and most famous 
lighthouses in the world is to disap: | 
Pear. According to an official notice to| 
mariners, the St. Agnes light, Scilly, is 
to be replaced by a light on Peninnis| 
head, St. Mary.

School Teachers’ Salaries 


Why we should solong have hugged 
the delusion that teachers are willing 
to work for love of their profession 
and just enough money in addition to 
keep body and soul together, is a ques- 
tion whose answering would quite 
likely be unpleasant to delicate sus- 
ceptibilities- One reason we have 
been allowed to do so without vigor- 


ous protests 1s that the teaching pro- 
if on is not organized along the 


lines of a labor union. It might pos- 
sibly be better for them, for us, and 
for the rising generation if they were, 
for just at present, we are asking the 
impossible and fatuously closing our 
eyes to all practical aspects of the 
question. The Boards ot School Com- 
missioners baye done all that can be 
expected of them, but a more intelli- 
gent inte bon the part of the gener- 
al public isa prerequisite to any ade- 
quate readjustment of salaries to ser- 
ices expected, and that has not yet 
been secured, here is, apparently, 
no unwillingness to see money spent for 
modern bnildings; it is in securing 
funds for modern methods that the 
difficulty lies. It is the flimsiest and 
most disereditable kind of a delusion 
toassnme that well-trained and cap- 
able teachers teachers can be perpet- 
uully secured for less than is paid for 
comparatively unskilled labor, or that 
the standard of our school system can 
be maintained by architectural em- 
bellishment.—Montreal Star,

words made them afraid, they sald 
they would tell the king these words. 
So they kept the book, but advised 
Baruch that he and Jeremiah would — 
do well to hide where no one could © 
find them. ' Tg 

The Lord evidently guided them 
where to hide, for it is said, “The Lord 
hid them” (verses 19, 26). The Lord ~ 
so hid Blijab that no one could find — 
him (I Kings xvii, 8; xvill, 10), and all 
true believers should greatly rejoice in 
Col. ili, 8, “Your life is hid with Christ 
in God.” 

After the princes told the king what 
they had heard from the book be had 
{t brought and read to bim to the 
presence of all princes as he sat in the 
winter house with a fire burning on 
the hearth before him (verses 20-22), 
As the king heard it he deliberately 
cut it with his penknife, portion by 
portion, and cast it into the fire until 
be bad burned up the whole book, Al- 
though several pleaded with him not 
to burn it, he would not listen to them. 
None present seemed to be afraid nor 
rend their garments, for were they not 
in the presence of the king and there- — 
fore safe in indorsing what he did? 
Besides, a king who would send into 
Hgypt for a prophet in order to kill 
him might not hesitate to kill some of 
them if they stood against him. 

If we live in the fear of the Lord 
we will not fear the face of man nor 
what man may do upto us, but the 
devil bas said, “All tbat a man bath 
will he give up for bis Life” (Job tl, 4), 
and that is true of many of tho devil's 
people, but should not be true of any 
ebild of God. 

One would think that the message 
of verses 29-81 to Jeholakim would 
make any ordinary man to tremble, 
but we read that “they hearkened 
not.’ So blind and deaf does the devil 
make bis followers to all but bis sug- 
gestions. A servant of the Lord, on 
the contrary, should be blind and deat 
to all but His face and His voice. 
Such was Jeremiah. See also what is 
written of our Lord tn Isa, xiii, 1, 19. 

Jeremiah was ordered to write the 
same words, with many more, on a 
new roll (verse $2), and thus vain were 
the king's efforts to destroy the words 
he did not like. There are many today 
who dislike many words tn the book, 
euch as those concerning the incarna- 
tion, the Deity and the sinless human- 
{ty of Jesus Christ, the resurrection of 
the body, His return in glory, but most 
of all that there is no redemption but 
hy His preciona blood and that thoso 
who reject Him must go to the lako 
ef dre. But His word stands and is

Junior Matriculation Exams 1911 


The list contains the names of three 
clusses of candidates, arranged in 
three seperate groups, A, B and CO. 

In Group A, are the names of all 
candidates who haye obtained com- 
plete junior matriculation by passing 
on the eleyen required exatnination 
papers. 

In Group B are given the names of 
those who haye passed in at least 
eight of the papers required for com- 
plete matriculation and have obtained 
the minimum required on the whole 
examination, They have, therefore, 
failed in not more than three of the 
required papers. The papers in which 
these candidates have failed will be 
shown on their certificates. They may 
complete matriculation by passing in 
all the remaining papers art one subse- 
quent examination. In this list will 
be found the names of successful can- 
didates who have written only on 
those papers required for matricula- 
tion into thefaculty of applied science. 

In Group O are given the names of 
those who have written upon any 
number of matriculation papers less 
than the eleven required for complete 
matriculation, and who have pussed 
on all papers upon which they have 
written but who have not obtained 
partial matriculution as in the case of 
those in group B. In this list will be 
found the names of successful candi- 
dates who have written only on those 
papers required for matriculation into 
the Ontario College of Pharmacy.

Gradually, however, 
by the confbined efforts of the troops 
and police, the crowds, which were 
surrounding seven speakers’ platforms 
erected on the plateau fronting the 
hall, were cleared away. Many police- 
men and rioters were injured in the 
hand-to-hand fighting. The rioters 
have threatened to attack the news- 
paper offices, which are closely guard- 
ed, After the fight St. George’s Hall 
was converted into a temporary hos- 
pital and the wounds of many per- 
sons were attended to by physicians. 

Driven from the centre of the city 
the crowd sullenly repaired to the Is- 
angio quarter, one of the lowest 
and roughest in Liverpool. Here the 
police were baffled in the narrow 
streets, for the desperate rioters’ barri- 
eaded themselves in the houses and 
volleyed down bricks, slates and chim- 
| ney pats from the roofs upon their 
heads. 

While the details as to casualties 
still are incomplete, Constable Cook- 
son was killed by a blow on the head, 
and Superintendent of Police Bolton 
was taken to a hospital in a precarious 
ecndition.

Shoal Which H.M.S. Cornwall Hit 
Was Not Charted. 
Halifax, Aug. 14.—That H.M.S. 


Cornwall struck on a shoal that is un- 
charted when she went to the relies 
of the Niobe, is the report of Captain 
Bankhouse of thy Canadian Govern- 
ment steamer Petrel, who was detailed 
to investigate. Captain Bankhouse 
has notified the authorities that he 
found a shoal within seventeen feet 
at low water not on the chart. That 
this is the shoal touched by the Corn- 
wall is shown by the course given by 
Captain Ley of the warship as having 
been steered by him. The charts show 
no shallow water between Southwest 
Lead Buoy from which the Cornwall 
started in approaching the Niobe and 
Bon Portage Lodge, Whistling Buoy. 
This part of the Nova’ Scotia coast 
as not been surveyed for more than 
fifty years, and the work was then 
only partially done. No vessel draw- 
ing as much as the Cornwall or Niobe 
was ever in those waters before. The 
Cornwall draws 27 feet. Mariners here 
fay the discovery by the Petrel should 
be a reason for the Canadian Govern- 
ment to ask that Captain Ley and 
his officers be exonerated.

Slip 
this into the bottle, cork tightly and 
wire to a stake at the end of the row, 
or if desired the bottle may be slipped 
over the end of the stake, as shown 
in the accompanying photograph. 

For trees, shrubs, ete., the bottle in- 
closing a label written with indelible 
ink may be wired to a branch, twist- 
ing the wire tightly around the neck 
of the bottle and leaving a long loop 
for the branch. Labels attached in 
this way may be left in place for years 
with no danger of injury to the branch 
to which it is attached.

Letter from a Madoc Boy 

We are pleased to publish the fol- 
lowing letter from a former Madoc 
boy, the son of Mr. James Whytock, 
of this village. While the article 
shows « groundless fear of Yankee in- 
fluence in the politics of our country 
it breathes the spirit of an indepen- 
dent Canadianism that cannot be too 
much fostered.—Kp, 


Craik, Sask., Aug 16, 1911, 
To the Editor of Toe Revinw. 

DEAR Sir,—There are many, I sup- 
pose, In the old settled British parts of 
our Dominion who fail to realize the 
force of much of the annexation talk 
which is now current in the press: but 
to one who happens to live for a time 
in certain districts of the newer pro- 
vinces of the west and comes in con- 
tact with the American element which 
is filling those territories, the question 
seems a momentous one. 

The other day at Saskatoon, I heard 
a traveller remark, ‘* How Yankee the 
west is getting!” And when I thought 
of the distrist where I am located, it 
seemed to me that what he said might 
be true. There are two classes trom 
the Republic to the south: first, the 
native born American of British blood; 
second the foreign element, especially 
of Scandinavians, who have taken 
temporary abode in the United States 
before coming into the Oanadian 
prairie country : both these classes 
call themselves ‘ Americans” and 
truly both show the American spirit. 

When they come into our country, 
instesal of realizing that while they 
are on British soil they are claiming 
the protection of British laws and the 
Union Jack, they think that they 
must bring along with them American 
laws or at least the Stars and Stripes ; 
and they seem to feel that their vested 
rights in Canada will some day be 
protected by that flag or when they 
settle down upon a piece of unbroken 
prairie, they think that, as the ex- 
plorer, if they hoist the Stars and 
Stripes, they claim the land for Uncle 
Sam. These impressions strike me 
not only from conversation with these 
settlers, but from observations like 
the following :—On Coronation day, 
when all over the British Empire the 


|Union Jack was floated in honor of 


our pew Sovereign, although I drove 
a considerable distance, with the ex- 
ception of one school, I saw no sign 
of the British ensign. The band of 
our town played the British National 
Anthem on the street corner, but in- 
stead of being cheered, as they would 
have been in Ontario, they were ap- 
plauded by an audible hiss, On the 
fourth of July morning however I had 
to go no farther than my bedroom 
window to see the Stars and Stripes 
floating over the farm houses, not 
even recognizing the law which says 
that on Canadian soil a British flag 
thust be flown along with that of an 
alien country, One loyal Ontario boy 
in our school got into several fights 
because he interfered when stones 
were being thrown at the Union Jack. 
It seemed to me that a climax had 
beea reached when I heard that in a 
town nearby a big celebration had 
been held on ** The Glorious Fourth of 
July.” Such cases seem extreme but 
while they exist in our Dominion and 
We are separate from the southern 
Republic, it is evident that Canadian 
atriotism in many localities will be 
ost in ** Bagle-ism,” : 

Every year sees the immigration 
from the States to Canada growing 
more rapidly, and those who come are 
wealthy, land-bungry and a class who 
will have a powerful influence over 
the poorer classes of foreigners from 
the European countvies. Yes, the 
West is growing by bounds, and our 
prophets can discern the coming of a 
time when the popular centre of gray- 
ity shall be west of Superior, and the 
balance of power be tipped towards 
the Pacific. 

Under such conditions, the present 
question of veciprocity assumes great 
proportions. We know it does not 
mean, as certain papers of the day 
would have us believe, that theve is to 
be an immediate linking up with the 
Republic, but it is a step towards that 
union; the entering of the wedge be- 
tween us and Britain; and the day 


may come when that bond 
love which binds us to the Mother 
Country will be overcome by the 
stronger ligament of trude, which will 
hold us to the nation to the south: an 
American West will hold to the Amer- 
ican union ; and if the arteries of trade 
run north and south, and if a man’s 
heart has a tendency to go with his 
money, other portions will agree.until 
Canada, shall be a part of that mighty 
nation which shall hold down, on 
every corner, the great continent of 
North America, 

There is no doubt that the West will 
vote for reciprocity. In this section it 
is ‘the pact, the whole pact, and 
nothing but the pact,” and to-day 
everyone seems to believe that the 
American market is a necessity, and 
all rejoice to think that machinery 
will be cheaper next spring; the own- 
ers of oxen believe that the high prices 
asked for Eastern horses will be great- 
ly wninimized by the coming of horses 
from Montanaranches. Even settlers 
from the old provinces, although fear- 
ing the pact will act as a quietus on 
the aspirations of the Easterners, yet 
feel the ban of high prices to be op- 
pressive and raise the cry, ‘ Recip- 
vocity !” 

So if we ask for Canada’s future, the 
question of the separation of our Do- 
minion from the Empire seems to pass

from an impossibility to a probability, | 


and it may be that Canadians are mak- 
ing a decision to-day which may vital- 
ly affect the balance ot powers *‘ when 
generations yet unborn take up their 
destiny.”

SENSATION EXPECTED. 


Finding of Jeseph George's 
Causes Interest. 
Kingston, Aug. 21.—Sensational de- 
velopments are expected in connec- 
tion with the finding of the will of the 
late Joseph George. All depends on 
whether there will be opposition to 
probate of the will, in view of the fact 
that the estate has been ordered to 
be divided under the intestate law, 
the widow getting one-half, and the 
balance going to deceased’s next-of- 
kin. H,. Sullivan and G. H. William- 
son, the witnessés, have identified the 
will. It has not been presented to 
the courts, but will be very shortly. 
“Who put the will in the house 
where % was found by the plumbers?” 
This is the question. The discovery 
of the will means that the widow will 
only receive $4,000, instead of $12,000 
or $14,000, which she would have re- 
ceived had her husband died intestate. 
Albert Cottenden of Toronto, an ad- 
mitted son of the deceased, will re- 
ceive about $25,000. He has declared 
all along that his father left him the 
bulk of the money. 
The will shows that an attempt was 
made by some person to change the 
amount willed to the widow from four 
to forty thousand dollars by adding 
the letters “ty.” It was most glaring, 
and as this word would be spelled 
wrongly, and was not initialed as re- 
quired by law. 


TEN MORE DEAD. 


| Riots In Llanelly, Wales, Result In 


Several Fatalities. 


Llanelly, Wales, Aug. 21.—Four riot- 
ers were shot down by the troops on 
Saturday afternoon, two being in- 
stantly killed, and the other two mor- 
tally wounded. 

Another mob find a car of explosives 
and set fire to it. Several deaths oc- 
curred bringing the total list of fa- 
talities up, it is reported, to ten. / 
This part of Wales has been the 
scene of exceptional violence since 
the railway strike was declared. There 
has been a succession of conflicts 
with the police, 

Saturday a mob attempted to stop 
an incoming train, and the police were 
unable to disperse the angry men. 
The Riot Act was read by a magis- 
trate, but it had no effect. The strik- 
ers continued their attack on the train 
and mounted the locomotive. A mili- 
tary officer discharged his revolver in 
the air, but still the mob refused to 
quite. 

Finally the troops, who had been 
station in the vicinity to protect the 
depot and other railroad property, 
were ordered to shoot. They fired 
three volleys, At this the mob broke 
and fled, leaving four men stretched 
on the ground. Two were dead when 
picked up, and the others were dying.

Counted Ants For Two Years. 

A marvel of scientific research, says 
our Berlin correspondent, has been ac- 
complished by Professor Yemg, who 
has been investigating the interior 
condition of ant hills. By dint of pa- 
tlent observatiou Professor Yemg dis- 
covered that an ant hill two feet in 
height was inhabited by 93,780 ants, 
Other ant hills of almost the same size 
were found to contain 67,500, 53,000 
and 48,000 ants respectively. These ob 
servations and the counting of the tiny 
insects occupied two years.

ONIONS AND OLIVE olL. 


Foods That Will Ward Off Scarlet 
Fever and Diphtheria. 

Since Dr. Frederick A. Kraft, the 
Socialist health commissioner of Mil- 
Waukee, made his recent announce- 
Ment that eating onions and Olive oil 
is a preventive of scarlet fever and 
diphtheria he has been testing the 
Merits of his theory so successfully 
that the oi! and onion cure js attract: 
ing widespread attention among medi- 
cal men. 

Health Commissioner Kraft has In- 
Yestigated every recent case of searlet 
fever and diphtheria that he could 
reach, and he has found that in no 
family where a case of elther disease 
broke out were onions or olive oil 
used. He calls attention to the fact 
that districts where onlous are largely 
used are free of scarlet fever and 
diphtheria, Consequently he urged peo- 
ple everywhere to overcome w 
dislike they may have to the much ma 
ligned onion and to eat it freely. You 
can sifce it and boll it in ollye oll 
You can eat it raw with a little olive 
oll poured over it. The addition of 
Olive ofl he considers important, and 
the best way of all Is to eat a raw 


onion with oll at night immediately 
before retiring,
